AS TRANGE STORY. 


Tue county of Sutherland, the most remarkable in Great Britain 
for the lightness of its criminal cslendar, has for the first time іш 
many уезга Б еп disgraced by the perpetration of murder rival- 
ling in strooity most of those that have of late been committed. 
The foul deed, committed on the person of a re pectable and aged 
female, was done at Dornoch, without the slightest provocation or 
justification, вод is almoat without в parallel іп the history of tho 
vrimes of blood. The fall details, pending the official iavestiza- 
tion, are поз ripa for publio disclosure; but tbe following are the 
leading facts of the case: —Betwcen two end three oclook on 
Saturday worning в yoang unmarried man, named Alexander 
Rss, a native of Dorooch, while in a state of intoxioation, 
went to tho house in (һө burgh occupied by Mr. Butherland and 
others, and alarmed the inmates by drawing up the lower sash 
of the window in the house. In the гоош occapied by Mrs.

In order to keep up the spirit of our previous Ohrietmas numters, 
we this week give а series ої illustrations, more or lesa in keeping 
with the season in times past and present. 
THE LORD OF MISRULE IN OLDEN ТІМЕЗ. 

His lordship seems to have been a very doubtful character, for 
many—especisily divines—abuse him roundly, whilst others are 
equaily vehement in his praise. He seems to have been no mean 
man for his short time of power. At Oambridge snd Oxford, this 
Obristmas prince was annually elected by the Fellows from among 
themselves, and his sovereignty lasted for twelve days. The 
societies of law also had their Lord of Misrule; and the Lord Mayor 
of London and the sheriffs severally appointed their " Masters of 
Merry Disports.” The Lords of Misrule did not even end here. 
They would appear to have been ва numerous as those other Lords 
of Misrule who throng to the House of Peers, “ for," says Stowe, 
“there was in the King’s house, wheresoever he lodged, в Lord of 
Misrule, and the like had ye in the house of every nobleman of 
honour or good worship, were he spiritual or tem ,” 

What enormities these погоїу lords were galliy of is not ex- 
plained by history, but their misdeeds seem to have been heavy 
and numerous; for, from their high position, they fell into great 
disrepate, and eventually were suppressed by an alsrmiog proola- 
mation issued by Henry the Eighth. The bishops had 1008 since 
given them ор; the inns of law and the colleges bad declared that 
she sporis were inconsistent with the discipline of the studente. 
Reverend gentlemen had denounced these lords and their associates 
in хирнээ which, unless it had been uttered by clerical lips, we 
should simost be tempted to call coarse. " They have their hobb!e- 
horses, n and other sstiques, together with their dirtie 
pipera and thunderyng drummers; then marche these neathen com- 
раоіва towards the churcheyarde, their pipers ріятов, drummers 
thunderyng, their stumppes аопсу ив, their belles jyngling, their 
handkerchiefs swyngyng about (еі: heades like шаЗшер, their 
hobbie-horses and other monsters skyrmyshyng amongst the throng 
like imps incarnate.” Another divine denounced these “ Baccha- 
nalian Christmagses” on account of their “ ma-ner of solemnising 
being spent іп revelling, epicurisme, wantonnesse, idleness, danc- 
ing, drinking, stage- plaies, masques, and carnale pompe and jollity.” 
The custom, however, was not entirely suppressed until Henry the 
Eighth issued hig thunder It was ""ordeyned that if any persons 
did disguise themselves in apparel and cover their faces with visors, 
gathering a company together, naming themselves mummers, which 
used to come to the dwelling-places of men of honour and other 
eubstantiall persons, whereupon murders, felonie, and other great 
burts and inconveniences have aforetime grown, and hereafter be 
like to come, by the colour thereof, if the зауде disorder should 
Continue not reformed, ".; that then they should be arrested by 
the king's liege people as vagabonds, and be committed to the gaole 
without bail or швіоргіве for the space of three months.”

would call himself —The most magnificent and renowed William, 
by the favour of fortune, Prince of Whitefriare, Lord of Blackfriars, 
High Regent of Bouverie-street, Dake of St. Dunstan, Marquis of 
Thames, Landgrave of Fetter-lane, Count Palatine of Pamp-court, 
Chief Bailiff of Essex street, High Ruler с! Chancery-lane, Gover- 
nor of the Stairs, sole Commander of all Titles, Tournaments, and 
Triumphs, Superintendent in all So'emnities whatever. ‘The mock 
monarch wes, during his twelve days’ reign, attended by his lord 
keeper, lord treasurer, with eight white staves, в сарівіа of his 
band of pensioners, and of his guard. He had two chaplains, who, 
when they presched before him in the Temple Church, were con- 
sidered to behave disrespectfally, unless, on ascending the pulpit, 
they saluted hie lordship with three low bows. When the great 
man dined, either in the hall or іп bis privy chamber, it was under 
a cloth of estate. Some good-natured nobleman was obligiog 
enough to lend bim the pole-axes carried by his gentlemen pan- 
sioners, and the Lord Още! Joa!i:e for the time being was ex- 
pected to send in the venison required for the guests. The most 
expensive item in the supplies—the wine—fell to the lot of the 
Lord Mayor end sberiffs Ав these roysterers always drink 
copiously, there must have been a few cart-loads of empty bottles 
to carry away when the twelve daye’ drinking was over. On 
Twelfth Day, at going to church, his Lordship of Misrule received 
many petitions, which he gave to his Master of Requests, and like 
other potentstes thought no more of them. Но also, mimicking 
the custom of kings, had a favourite, whom, wi'h other gentlemen 
of high quality, be knighted on returning from churcb. Now 
comes the most serious portion of this јосове description. The 
poor fool who bad been this twelve days’ monarch had to pay the 
expenses of the entertainment, and they seldom amounted to less 
than two thousand ponnds. As в salve for this heavy bleed- 
ing, ва real king at Whitehall knightea the mock Кор from the 
em ple. 

One George Ferrers, в sucking Lincoln’s Inn barrister, had the 
honour of appearing in his celebrated part es the Lord ої Misrule 
before King Edward VI, when that excellent and learned young 
monarch kept Ohristmas and open house—both excellent things— 
at Greenwich. It is reported that his Majesty was muoh delighted 
in the diversion, and ordered an excellent supper to be served to 
the merry tomfools.

THE КІТОНЕМ ОР WINDSOR CASTLE 

The vast culinary saloon pictured forth in our engraving cannot 
boast of а higher antiquity than the time of George the Fourth. 
The present cuisine, however, when rebuilt, was suffered to retain 
many of its antiquities of formation; and there is much in its ар- 
pearsnce that carries the mind back to old Ohristmas times, when 
royalty had its pantlers, its yeomen of the mouth, its erquire-casters, 
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its clerks of the buttery, {в manchet maidens, trencLer scrapers, 
and flagon-vassals, down to little Johannes, who looked after the 
pickled pork, and Cropear and Ringteil, the lopg-bodied, short- 
legged tornspit dogs. Those were rude days of cookery; Ше 
Barons of Beef were cooked, or rather scorcked, before huge wood 
fires; vegetables were — used; clumey fossil bricken ovens 
were employed to bake the colossal pasties of the period ; oxen and 
sheep were frequently roasted whole; and round of beef, washed 
down by s'rorg ale, was & common breakfast, even for young ladies 
of rank. How different is our modern bill of fare! how different 
the modern royal kitchen! Behold the spacious temple of gas- 
tronomy, bung round with brass and copper trophies—siewpane, 
casseroles, bains maries, and saucepans—gleaming with gas-stoves, 
aud with опе tremendous Greplace, at which twenty joints can be 
roasted at once Symmetrical rows of tables line the hall of royal 
cookery; and here the white-jacketed and white-capped cooks 
(assisted sometimes by smart young damsels) are basily employed 
in putting the finishing touches to the dainty dishes which аге to 
be set before the Queen. In the centre of the kitchen is в very 
large table covered with в white cloth, on which the various dishes 
of each course are arranged in their proper order as they will appesr 
at the royal table. On important occasions, this is brilliant with 
the gold and silver dishes in which the dinner is served. At 
Christmas time may be seen іп the royal kitchen the baron of beef, 
the famous sirloin weighing over 300 pounds. There are а very 
large number of persons, roasting sad boiling cooks, сэвео- 
шэнэ. scollions, &», employed in the culinary regions of Wind- 
gor Castle.

Bat it refused 
them when Mr. Lincola offered to “ the loyal" the reward of a per- 
mission to retain their slaves, while (пове ol “rebels” were emanci- 
pated by proclamation. They refused them equally when promised 
an amnesty, and whea threatened with forfeiture of their estates. 
The Southerners are, by Mr. Lincoln's message, offered precisely 
the same terms now, with more emphasis laid on the pens tics than 
may be incurred by refusing them.

Tux cause of a railway accident is often complex ia its character 
Firs’, there із the system. Secondly, there are the agents. Thirdly, 
there are the materials. The system should be sound, the agents 
Competent, and materials good. If these coadiiions are complied 
with there is every reason to expect that all will go right, unless 
there should intervene some particular cause ulierly out of the range 
of human fovesight and control. A casualty under the last-named 
ciroumstaxces would be essentially an accident. ‘Disasters of this 
mature, whea they actually occur, are во obviously removed from 
the sphere of human inflaenco that they are often entitled “the ас 
of God.” Bat euch instances are so'exccedingly rare that if railway 
Catastrophes were confined to these а journey on the line would be 
оце of the safest things imaginsble—immeasurably more so tham в 
walk through the City. At the present moment the publio mied is 
horrified by в calamity which hag taken plac» on the North Kent 
Railway, within а few miles of the London terminus, and 
inquiry is now on the stretch to know how so sppalling а 
disaster could have been allowed to ocour. Tho catastrophe takes 
the form of a coliision — the most objectionable, рәгһарв, of all cala- 
mities tha: can happen on а railway. А emali defect may throw 
an express train off the line~a little corrosion may send a boiler 
iuto tho air; but for опо train to smash into another seems at once 
to imply в dangerous system, а reckless venture, or в monstrous 
bluader. The pablic are already familiar with the sslisnt horrors 
of the North Kent collision. The hideous crash in the tunnel 
when the fast train leaped upon tha stationary brake van aud 
ballast tracks, the overthrowa engine, the shaiterad osrriages, the 
shrieks, the groans, the wounded aud the dead; the fearful task 
of digging out the bodies from 4he ruins by tho light of Вай- 
quenched fires in a dripping and dismal tunnel, whero the 
workers wer» oppressed with ап oven-like heat and well 
nigh suffered the fate of Pelissier’a Arabs—all these inci- 
dente are imprinted on the imagination of every one who 
resda the published reports, aud will aries ewapkasantly 
to recollection in many a future jaunt through:s dasksome tunnel 
— more especially in the curved and hilly “ bore” where this feer- 


sesident took plaoo—if accident it may bo called. The North 
Kent Reilway is under the management of the South Eastern di- 
rectors, who provide that no shall pats a telegraphic station 
until the lino is signalled ва by the telegraphic opsrator next 
beyond.

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FEARFUL RAILWAY ACCIDENT AND 1,088 OF LIFE.

Some 
of the neighbours then came cut of their houses, өсі began 
talking to b In about ten or fifteen minutes he told those who 
were outside that he would go in and “finish ber у" вод he at once 
carried hfs threat into effect. Но went ipto the house and recom- 
menoéd his brutal Wssault, andso violent were the blews he inflicted 
that the fire-irons чисто vay mnch beat.
